The judgment of the tribunal mav be 
looked for in about twelve months after 
appeal. Should tho conviction bo then 
affirmed tho case would be appealed to 
the United States supreme court, where 
a decision would be announced prob- 
ably in three years from the date of 
appeal. Henoe it will take at least five 
years, or until 18%, to reach the end, 
assuming that the verdict of tho jury is 
sustained at every stage.
